The franchise business is so 
short of rules that even the asso- 
ciation representing franchise 
chain owners wants to impose 
some standards. To its credit, the 
Canadian Franchise Association 
kicked out Pizza Pizza after a 
probe found truth in many of the 
allegations against the company 
Before it was defeated in the re- 
cent election, Bob Rae's 
government was planning to join 
Alberta as the only province to 
regulate its franchising industry. 

All this wouldn't matter much out 
here on the prairie, except that Al- 
berta is as usual heading off 
Quixote-like in the opposite direc- 
tion in its search for 
neo-conservative purity. This year 
the government emasculates its 
Franchises Act. The Alberta Securi- 
ties Commission is to be stripped 
of responsiblility to approve fran- 
chises to operate in the province 
The new rules will include instead 
a motherhood statement urging 
everyone to be good to each other, 
more industry “self-regulation,” and 
a simple filing process 


Ripped-off 


The timing is particularly odd 
given recent research findings. Two 
Ontario academics compared the 
satisfaction level of Ontario and 
Alberta franchisees. They found that 
“franchisees in legislated environ- 
ments (eg. Alberta) had higher 
degrees of satisfaction and commit-

When kids detained for violent 
crimes are asked why they did it, the 
typical response is a belligerent “Why 
not?” Next comes a defiant “The chance 
to make a buck looked good.”

So, I asked if there were differ- 
ent answers from the girls. Yes. 
Some girls said their opportunities 
comitting violent crimes with other 
youth (usually boys) was better than 
going into the sex trade.

That passage of Matlock’s writing 
comes from something he wrote 
back in 1980, during a stay in the 
Edmonton Remand Centre. Entitled 
“A Love Poem for Natives Eveéry- 
where,” it was inspired by the 
author watching in\horror as two 
big Edmonton city police officers 
carried a drunkenly unconscious; 
older Native man into one of the 
holding cells and dropped him. 

Matlock claims the man’s head 
connected with a smack onto the ce- 
ment floor, and an ambulance was 
called only when the guards were 
threatened that the incident would 
be reported. Later, Matlock’s poem 
was scrawled on toilet paper with a 
pencil-stub, because the guards re- 
fused to give him paper or a pen, 

“Part Of what's going on down- 
town is that some of the people 
who are supposed to be a part of 
the solution are a part of the prob- 
lem,” Matlock told me over-a frée 
coffee at the Mustard-Seed: 

During his three-week stint at the 
Remand Centre in 1980, he himself 
was beaten up by a Security guard 


Fresh out of Henwood at the time, 
newly exorcised of alchohol and 
some drug abuse, he was appre- 
hended when trying to steal a pair 
of gloves from the old Woodward's 
store in Edmonton Centre and 
couldn't come up with the $100 
bail money. He was beaten for re- 
sisting arrest. 


Entirely wicked 


Matlock says he once assisted in 
the running of Son Glo Signs, a 
successful outdoor advertising com- 
pany. When that company was sold 
by the owner (a man he'd met in 
Henwood), he found himself out of 
a job.and a sense of direction. Left 
to his own devices, he was always 
more prone to withdrawing from 
society instead of contributing. 
Many of Matlock’s poems paint the 
establishment as entirely wicked.

rip my guts out in the sand

then I wiil go home

For his anti-establishment ideal- 
ism, Matlock has usually paid the 


reading for-parents: 


“NO!” After a while you both learn 
negotiating skills, and im four or five 
years child and parent become civ- 
ilized. 

If only it could end: there, child 
and parent reconciled, power no 
longer an issue — at least until 
adolescence hits. 

But then, you see, you have to 
take your child off to school: Here, 
unless you are very lucky, you will 
learn a lesson in the use and abuse 
of power for which none of those 
small parenting episodes will have 
prepared you.

Well, in truth, he had very little 
effect on the ‘net, as he lived dur- 
ing the 19th century. I'll get to the 
‘net association in a bit. 

Matthew Cochrane was a senator 
from Compton, Quebec. One day 
while shaving, (I’m taking a bit of 
poetic license here) he looked at 
himself in the mirror and said, 
“Matthew, I think you'd make a fine 
cattle rancher.” 

Fortunately for the Senator, fate 
agreed with him. A number of fac- 
tors made Sen. Cochrane's ranching 
venture a reality. First, the govern- 
ment was leasing out huge parcels 
of land at a penny an acre. Sec- 
ond, there were Indian reservations 
that needed meat provided to them. 
Third (and most importantly), the 
railway was about to be laid through 
Southern Alberta, giving the cattle 
farmers access to the markets of the 
east. 

And so, in the fall of 1881, Sen- 
ator Cochrane's herd moved north 
from Montana 

The laying of railway track across 
the country shifted the way busi- 
ness worked. This paradigm shift 
enabled somebody to travel from 
Victoria to Halifax in a matter of 
days, rather than weeks or months 

Senator Cochrane's foresight was 
able to predict this paradigm shift. 

Sound familiar? It should. with 
all of those “superhighway” meta- 
phors bandied about. 

Certain individuals predicted 
the current paradigm shift being 
caused by the advance of the In- 
ternet. For example, where it 
took at least a day (and only if you 
mortgaged your house to pay the 
courier costs) to send a note 
around the world, it is now possi- 
ble to do so instantaneously.

t.... year-old Jade Li is liv- 
ing a life of compromise: as an 
aspiring actress she desires a meaty 
film role “where you have to put 
on weight or something,” but she 
finds herself playing a waitress with 
a Chinese accent in a television 
commercial. Things are no better 
at home, where her stern patriarch 
fails to understand Jade’s ambi- 
tions, while her mother only aims 
to marry her off to any wealthy el- 
igible, young Chinese male. 

Mina Shum's debut feature, Dou- 
ble Happiness, pulls heavily from 
the writer-director’s personal life 
growing up and rebelling in a Chi- 
nese-Canadian family in Vancouver, 
but she endows it with a tremen- 
dous amount of warmth, whimsy 
and charm to make it an universal- 
ly appealing coming-of-age film that 
has rightfully won praise around 
the world. 

The film is unapologetically Ca- 
nadian, but does not rely on a 
viewer to be forgiving of this fact. 
Nor does it require the occasional 
overlooking of technical difficulties 
that often beset even the best of 
low-budget films. All around, this 
is a first rate effort. 

Sandra Oh's portrayal of Jade Li

What elevates Double Happiness 
above the usual mire of coming-of- 
age flicks is the sincerity and 
respect Shum gives to her charac- 
ters, even those meant to be the 
antagonists. Family life in the Li 
household is not shown as grim 
and unbearable, but a mixture of 
happy times and frustrating situa- 
tions. This makes Jade's family 
troubles much more appreciable 

Some family scenes are almost so 
intimate as to be uncomfortable to 
watch. The interaction between 
Jade and her sister is particularly 
sweet and realistic, filled with the 
usual lame-sounding inside jokes 
that siblings often share. 

Shum’s depiction of family life is 
reminescent of Francois Truffaut 
Y know, Double Happiness could 
be the Canadian Four Hundred 
Blows. Maybe it’s the beginning of 
a Canadian New Wave!!! 

Outside of the family portions, 
Shum’s take on the Vancouver club 
scene is humourously accurate. And 











her interpretation of film auditions 
make police interrogations look 
pleasant. It's interesting to note 
that Shum, her producers and her 
camera crew make appearances as 
the filmmakers at these auditions 

This film does require a little 
intelligence from its audience: ref- 
erences are never completely 
explained, but pieced together like 
a puzzle throughout the film. It may 
take you a bit. to figure out who the 
mysterious and never-seen Winston 
is (and I'm not gonna tell you). At 
other times, an off-hand remark 
may be crucial character informa- 
tion. 

Things like this can make for a 
rewarding cinema experience, but 
are also frustrating 

Kudos go out to Shum’s camera 
and art departments for bringing 
her colorful world to life. At times 
the camera work comes close to 
being too “look-at-me-ish” but it 
also gives the film a dose of vitality 
and edginess. e

It was 
put up or shut up, and Halford has done 
the former. 

While not containing the catchier 
tunes on their previous outing — War 
of Words — A Small, Deadly Space will 
probably have a longer expiry date: 
Meaning that the disk will remain fresher 
after repeated playings. Oh, sure, 
Halford turns up the Ozzy-Meter up on 
songs like “Blowout in the Radio Room,” 
but — to his credit — he has softened 
the poser factor (Although, you just 
know if Halford ever met one of the 
insidious themes he sings about face-to- 
face, it would eat him alive and find no 
reason to pick its teeth clean). For some- 
one who enjoyed the level of musician- 
ship of Judas Priest but found the con- 
trivance of their image downright em- 
barrassing, Fight is a welcome career 
change for Halford.

Even the worst song on 
the disk (“In a World Of My Own Mak- 
ing”), more than makes up for the lame 
work Halford did on last year's Black 
Sabbath tribute, Nativity In Black, And 
stay tuned for the unlisted bonus track 
“Psycho Suicide,” a song guaranteed to 
bait every parent that found their son 
dead next to a copy of Screaming For 
Vengeance playing on the turntable. You 
have Senet to het Halford...

This is a familiar cry of many 
schoolchildren when they present 
their report cards to their parents. 

It is also similar to many com- 
ments from aldermen who achieved 
lower grades than they thought 
they deserved on the Edmonton 
Professional Arts Council report 
card, which was released last week. 

EPAC, a coalition representing 
some 13,000 artists, technicians, 
and support staff workers in the 
city, based its report card marks on 
council’s voting records on arts is- 
sues over the past term. 

When asked if he thought his 
grade of an “F” was justified, Alder- 
man Terry Cavanagh of Ward 6 
firmly replied, “Absolutely not.” 

Cavanagh was also confused over 
EPAC’s grading‘ criteria. 

“I don’t know what research they 
did,” he explained. “They did not 
find out that I was on the board of 
directors of the Edmonton Sympho- 
ny, and also on the fund-raising 
committee.” 

Cavanagh also stated that he was 
the only council member to vote 
against a motion that would have 
eliminated cigarette companies 
from advertising on city property. 
“I was the only one who stood up 
for the arts on city council,” he said. 

Ward 2 Alderman Allan Bolstad 
was also confused with his F grade. 
“What were the issues the group 


rated?” he asked. 

Bolstad cited the Chinook Thea- 
tre, the Farmer’s Market Project, 
summer festival organizations, and 
the Citadel's request fo® assistance 
as arts concerns he has supported. 

Both aldermen were concerned 
about the effect of their report card 
marks on their upcoming re-elec- 
tion campaigns. 

“I don’t think it’s going to help 
me at all,” Bolstad said. “I am con- 
cerned about what they had to say. 
I wish they'd be a little bit clearer 
On just what the issues are that they 
rated people on, so the public 
could see that.” 

Although he only received a C, 
Ward 1 Alderman Bruce Campbell 
took his mark in stride. 


Vague comment 


“I don’t know just what C 
means,” he said. “They were kind 
of vague on the comment there.” 

EPAC’s report card comment on 
Campbell stated he was “neither 
friend nor foe.” 

“That could be taken in a number 
of ways. I took it as a complimen- 
tary comment,” he said. “I don’t 
consider myself a foe of the arts; 
I'm not a connoisseur either, but I 
appreciate it.” 

Campbell, who voted for the 
Edmonton Arts Council after the 
proposal was amended last Decem- 
ber to exist as a one-year pilot 
project, felt that the EPAC mark 
would have “no impact either way” 
on his re-election campaign.

out there who invested money 
» elaborate recording studios dur- 
ing the technopop ‘80s who are 
ow wishing they invested in some- 
hing more stable — like the 
Mexican peso. The reason? Well, in 
n era where musicians would rath- 
, record and play unplugged, all 
that high-tech gadgetry can be more 
of a burden than a bonus. 

Road Radio, the new album by 
Toronto's Skydiggers isa good case 
jn point. Recorded and mixed at the 
400 seat Lighthouse Theatre in Port 
over, Ontario, the album sets out 
so capture the feel of the band’s live 
performances. 

“We decided we wanted to make 
4 record that represented what the 
band was all about live and to try 
and create that energy,” explains 
guitarist Ron Macey. 

“Often it’s not found on record- 
ings, so we found a little theatre, 
brought mobile gear in and set up 
the floor with acoustic monitors to 
play the way we do a live show.” 

The result is an album that 
blends the band’s trademark haunt- 
ing melodies and vocals with a 
rawer, slightly harder edged sound. 

Having the freedom to record the 
album their way was one of the 


reasons that persuaded the band to 
sign their recent deal with Warner 
Music. 

“With the last label we'd goften 
to the point that it had run its 
course,” explains singer/guitarist 
Peter Cash. 

“We just felt we wanted to move 
ahead a bit... After meeting up with 
Warner and realizing they weren't 
going to be trying to tell us what to 
do, but that we'd be able to work 
together, we realized it 
work.” 

“When we told them how we 
wanted to record, I think for a 
major label a lot of people might 
have been surprised, but they were 
really agreeable to it, and had

“Things like that need to be done 
for the kids again,” says Nowhere 
Blossoms guitarist Gary Holub 
“They're the ones who are missing 
out on a lot of good music.” 

But not this weekend. 

Darin Rufiange, drummer for lo- 
cal group The Imagineers, says the 
Gig-A-Thon is “a chance for newer 
bands to get together and let eve- 
ryone see.” 

It also provides them with the op- 
portunity to play alongside 
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established bands. This show will 
mark the Imagineers’ seventh anni- 
versary together. In form with their 
reputed humility, Rufiange chuck- 
les, and says that’s a good thing and 
a bad thing and changes the sub- 
ject.

Kirk’s organization, The Minstrel- 
sy Production and Brewing Society, 
used to run the Multipurpose Rum- 
pus Room downtown until the 
health board declared the theatre 
unfit for public assembly. 

“It was really weird because that 
place was built for that purpose and 
was used for years and years,” says 
fellow organizer Coreen Shewfelt. 

Kirk also finds it strange. “] guess 
we just didn’t have an alderman in 
our non-profit society.”

“No slur against [EcoCity],” he 
adds, “All the power to them that 
they were able to do what they did 
better.

t's been a devastating week for 
1 focal musician Rod Wolfe. 

Last Wednesday, one of his clos- 
| est friends, Dwayne Goettel, died 
of a heroin overdose at his parents’ 
nouse in Edmonton. He was 31. 

Three days later, Wolfe's bass 

, Gordon King, was struck 
by a vehicle while walking uphill 
on Connors Road. He received 
severe head and feg injuries and 
is currently lying in intensive care 
at Royal Alexandra Hospital. Police 
are still looking for the driver of 
the hit-and-run vehicle. 

“fr’s like the whole world has 
gone crazy this week,” said a vis- 
ibly-shaken Wolfe, shortly after 
delivering a culogy at Goettel’s fu- 
neral at South Side Memorial on 
Monday. 

“All hell has broken loose.” 

Goettel was best-known for his 
keyboard work in the Vancouver- 
based industrial band Skinny 
Puppy, who became vanguards of 
the industrial rock movement, 
popularized by international 
chart-topping acts like Ministry 
and Nine Inch Nails. 

But Wolfe, who played with 
Goettel in local alternative act 
Voice in the mid-’80s, remem- 
bered him as “a beautiful guy,” 
who didn’t smoke or drink, but 
sometimes took acid. Despite 
Goettel’s occasional indulgences, 
Wolfe was mystified over the cir- 
cumstances surrounding his 
friend's death. 

“He did have his twists, but they 
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were controlled,” said Wolfe 

“I'm concerned that in Vancou- 
ver, he got a little bit too far away 
from his roots and some really 
strong people.” 

Before his accident, King had 
been playing with Wolfe’s band F- 
150. 

“I've gotten to know Gord over 
the last couple years,” said Wolfe. 
“He’s a crazy guy and I like him. I 
suppose I got as close to him as [ 
did to Dwayne.” 

The night before Goettel’s 
death, Wolfe was contending with 
another unfortunate irony: his car 
mysteriously caught fire, when he 
was helping his girlfriend move to 
another residence. 

Wolfe said that he was hit hard 
by the experiences of the past 
week, but found comfort among 
many of his friends who attended 
Goettel's funeral. Former Skinny 
Puppy frontman Kevin Key flew in 
from Vancouver and former Voice 
singer Malcolm Swann interrupt 
ed his stay in Prague to show up 
and pay final respects. 

“It’s funny,” said Wolfe. “We've 
all just gotten closer about feeling 
good, and it’s fine. There's no 
problem.” 

Wolfe, who also plays in the 
band Soft, said he has been en- 
couraged by Goettel’s prolific 
output of over 30 CD projects — 
at least 10 of them with Skinny 
Puppy. 

“I'm inspired by what Dwayne 
did and the fact that he just went 
and did it. | mean, Edmonton boy 
does good.
